BOSTON, Feb. 1. 
HERE is nothing of the baked bean about 
T Boston’s Mayor. He is all hot sand and 
ginger when awake, and never goes to 
bed without first singing the Hub to sleep. To 
the world at large he is “Honey Fitz,” to the 
North End and to South Boston he is “‘Fitsie, me 
darlint” or just plain ‘Fitz,’ and to Harvard and 
Back Bay this bulwark of the Puritan Father is 
affectionately known as “The Pilgrim’s Pride.” 


His real name and title is the Hon. John F. 
Fitzgerald. He was born in 1863. His parents 
were plain Irish people, but not poor, and he did 
not lack educational opportunities. He attended 
the Boston Latin School, class of ’83, and for a 
short time was a student at the Harvard Medica: 
School. Both his parents died and he was left 
with nine brothers to look after. So he threw 
up his studies and was a little father and mother 
to the young brood of Fitzgeralds. He would get 
them washed and dressed and fed in the mofning 
and send them off to school, and then go out and 
earn money to keep the family together. 
he did it, all right. 
his ‘brothers into the John F. Fitzgerald March- 
ing and Singing Club—at least, so the story runs. 

Then he passed one of the best civil service 
examinations ever taken in Boston and entered 
the customs service. He got into politics in the 
Sixth Ward, and in 1892 became a member of thx 
Boston Common Council. The next year he was 
elected to the Senate, where he served two years. 
Then he was sent to Congress and rounded 
three consecutive terms, from 1895 to 1901. 
1906 he was first elected Mayor of Boston, eg 
ing office until January, 1908. In January, 1910, 
he was re-elected for a period of four years, his 
term expiring in February, 1914. 

Imagine a rather short, but very- clean limbed 
man, not more than 5 feet 7 1-2 inches, very thick 
through and with very broad, square shoulders, 
thrown well back.

Boston Money Goes to West. 


HE Mayor twirled a pair of tortoise shell- 
T rimmed spectacles and, picking up a sheaf 
of papers off his desk with his left hand, 

said: 

“Take Stone & Webster. I know the partners 
in the firm; they are both Boston boys. ‘Now, in 
the last 15 years they have taken more than 
$179,000,000 of Boston money and invested it in 
the West. They have floated all ‘their securities 
right here in Boston, and not a cent of all that 
Boston money has gone to improve the city, to 
build up her commerce, add to her industry or 
give employment to a single one of her workers. 
There are 20 other firms that have done the same 
thing, but not on such a scale. 

“Here company promotion is properly regulat- 
ed by law and investors get their money from the 
legitimate profits of the enterprise. So, instead 
of promoting Boston’s industries, they promote 
so-called public utility schemes in new communi- 
ties, where they are aflowed to build the prop- 
erties with the bonds, and they get the common 
stock and sometimes the preferred stock as a 
bonus. 

“Every day there is a flotation in Boston of 
some light, power. or traction company in the 
West. Just now, we are building the Kansas 
City Terminal. Run over the latest list of Stone 
& Webster’s offerings. There is the Baton Rouge 
Electric Co., down in Louisiana, then in Texas 
the Dallas Electric Corporation and the El Paso 
Electric Co. and the Galveston, Houston Blec- 
tric Co. In Florida they promote the Key West 
Electric Co., and then there is the Tampa Elec- 
tric Co., the Mississippi River Co. and heaven 
knows how many others. 

“Now, the people in the Back Bay section of 
this city are a self-satisfied lot, contented to 
sit back and clip their coupons, but when it 
comes to doing something for Boston, the devil 
a cent can we get out of them. Let me show 
you what. we could do.” 

Going over to where a large map of the United 
States hung upon the wall, the Mayor pointed 
with his spectacles and drew an imaginary line 
from Boston to Galveston by water. 

“Now,” he said, “see the splendid opportunity 
for a line of steamships, running from Boston 
tc Galveston. The freight would only be one- 
sixth .of what it is by rail, and we should be able 
to distribute our manufactures all through the 
West and Southwest cheaper than St. Louis or 
Chicago. There isn’t any doubt that such a line 
would pay, but then it would mean competition 
to the ships running from New York to New 
Orleans and would be treading upon the pre- 
serves of:the New York Money Trust. So Boston 
holds off. Another reason why we can’t get 
$1, 000,000 of capital here to build these ships 
wa need so badly is that a company promoted 
in Massachusetts .has to be honestly promoted, 
the cost of the ships would have to be known 
and there would be no opportunity for a rakeoff 
in the shape of bonus bonds. It is a shame that 
the rich men ef Boston, who spend millions upon 
millions financing less worthy projects for the 
development of other communities, will not in- 
vest even $1,000,000 for the good of Boston.”

What a melting pot of political parties we have 
some to is shown by the 531 electoral votes, now 
waiting in their oak chest to be counted at Wash- 
ington, which the belated delivery of the Arizona 
returns completes. The reversal] in the historic 
sentiment of particular states indicated by the 
presidential vote is most significant. Just as sig- 
nificant is the confused and contradictory and 
often inexplicable expression of those same states 
on issues other than the presidential. 

For the first time since the war, Iowa’s 13 elec- 
toral votes will be counted for a Democratic nom- 
inee for President. But Iowa elected 8 Repub- 


ballot and a Republican Governor. 

Minnesota has been just as consistently Re- 
publican for more than a generation. But Min- 
nesota’s 12 electoral votes will be cast for the 
Progréssive nominee for President. With Demo- 
cratic, Progressive and Republican nominees for

On the impressionable. materials from which 
a purified, a better tempered, a stronger and a 
more serviceable party of national control is to 
be fused, Col. Roosevelt seems to fancy that he 
is destined to exert the most potent of all influ- 
ences. In his most recent public statement he de- 
clared that in the end good citizens within the 
Democratic and Republican parties will see that 
“the chance for honest government and for the 
practical achieve t of social and industrial 
justice lies in the Progressive party, and only in 
the Progressive party.” 

The Roosevelt part in bringing the materials to 
fusing temperatures was important. The election 
result, however, has intrusted the master mold- 
er’s part to other hands. Conditions make Gov. 
Wilson’s opportunity one of the very greatest in 
political history, With his intellectual capacity, 
training, experience and practical ideals he should 
be able to regenerate the Democracy and rally to 
its support all of the better forces now in oppost- 
tion to the old, outworn, corrupt order—in short, 
fuse the progressive elements into a compact, ef- 
ficient body.

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RESTAURANT PROFITS. 

From the Indianapolis News. | 

A writer in the New York Sun has 
some illuminating facts for those who 
are disturbed by the increase in res- 
taurant prices. He says that on every 
dish the successful restaurateur sells 
he makes from 75 to 300 per cent. Res- 
taurant prices are not gauged by cost of 
service; instead of an expensive, ser- 
vice is an item of revenue. | Going over 
the menu with his reader, he begins 
with hors d'oeuvres. This May consist 
of one stalk of celery stuffed with ro- 
quefort cheese, two squarp inches of 
toast with a segment of gardine, two 
small slices of head cheé@se, half a 
boiled egg sprinkled with, caviar and 
half a baby tomato stuffed) with sliced 
apple and mayonnaise. ‘‘Ajs steward,”’ 
says the writer, “I know that this dish 
does not cost 20 cents. My employer 
it at @ cents, making 200 per 
cent profit.’’ ° 

For six blue point oysters the charge 
is 30 cents; they cost the steward 6 
cents. For 6 Cape Cods the charge is 
3 eents; they cost 8 cents. For six 
Lynnhavens, larger oysters, the charge 
is 40 cents; the cost, including ice, is no 
more than 10 cents. Profits on fish are 
tremendous. Then this is said of meats: 
‘“‘We make big profits on our meat, 
too. I see to it that our prices for 
roasts and entrees are rising continu- 
ally. Our system is to add 5 cents to the 
price of different dishes, one at a time, 
and lay it to the increasing cost of liv- 
ing.’’ 

But in the service the restaurant finds 
the easiest ‘‘velvet.”” He pays nothing 
for help that can “sponge” off the 
patrons. The humble waiters pay noth- 
ing for their places; neither are they 
paid anything. They are supposed to 
get $1 a day, but are regularly fined ¢1

They have always regarded with 
utter distrust the offer of Mr. Asquith to afford 
them an opportunity to amend the Dill, and the 
abandonment of the effort to reform the franchise 
before that opportunity could be reached would seem 
to give ample justification for their lack of faith. 


Asquith Was Afraid. | 

Kew York Tribune: For many years the Lib- 
erals have been demanding a franchise reform Dill 
as @ sine qua non of enlightened government. This 
was to be a bill for the abolition of plural voting 
and for the adoption of the principle of ‘‘one man, 
one vote.” At last they had such a bill, with a good 
opportunity of passing it. But before the suffragette 
menace they abandoned it. 

The suffragette complications must be regarded 
‘as the real cause of the withdrawal,_ since there ‘is 
no other logical explanation, It is true that the 
Speaker ruied that if a certain amendment were 
passed, making the bill applicable to‘women as well 
as men, the measure would be so changed in purport 
as.to require redrafting in a néw bill, and the Prime 
Minister adroitly argued that there would not be 
time in this Parliament or this session thus to draft 
a new bill. But in effect that was a confession of 
fear that the amendment would pass. 

Resumption of Rioting. 

Chicago Inter Ocean: For this failure the 
women of England who really desire to vote and be- 
lieve that they ought to have the suffrage can blame 
the violent measures of the militant suffragettes. 
Rioting in the streets, window smashing, pouring 
acid and molasses into mail boxes and setting fire 
to buildings are the sort of childish tricks which 
convince every thinking person of the utter unfit- 
ness for the ballot of the women who play them. 
"As seen from this distance the ‘‘votes for women” 
agitation in England had become an epidemic of 
hysteria, infecting a considerable minority of the 
female population. And victims of hysteria are the 
last. persons whom any prudent statesman would 
knowingly intrust with political power. 


May Go to the Country. 


New York Sun: The known hostility of Premier 
Asquith to the principle of enfranchising women has 
doubtless tended to make the rank and file of the 
IAberal party look askance on a measure which is 
opposed by their leader. Stronger than any other 
sentiment, however, is the feeling among members 
who are not either fanatically in favor of or fanat- 
leally opposed to woman’s suffrage that so funda- 
mental a change should not be made until the coun- 
try has had a direct opportunity of recording its vote 
on the question. 


Plural Vote Abolition Popular, 

Philadelphia Inquirer: There would hardly be 
any serious opposition to a bill abolishing plural 
voting, meaning the privilege which the land owner 
now possesses of voting in every precinct where he 
owns a freehold. This has given the land-owning 
class, most of whose members are Unionists, an un- 
due advantage over the rest of the electorate which 
the present government has formally pledged itself 
to eliminate. Mr. Asquith may secure a respite in 
this direction, but it hardly seems possible that a 
Cabinet so deeply divided against itself can| long 
endure. ee

A report intended to prove that it 

' ‘would be detrimental to the city to feed 
and shelter homeless men entirely free 
at the municipal lodging house * was 
made public yesterday by the Social 
Service Committee of the Civic League. 
Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
league, said word had gone out through 
the country that St. Louls would pro- 
vide feod and quarters free to homeless 
men, and that this would cause the city 
to be overrun with tramps and other 
undesirable men. The object of the 
municipal lodging house, the committee 
reported, was defensive, to protect the 
city from being imposed upon, and 
therefere conditions for admission to the 
lodging house should be made as hard 
as consistent with proper and humane 
treatment. 
The report shows that in New York, 
Chicago, Cleveland, Cineinnati and other 
cities where lodging houses have been 
established, a “guest” is required to 


work from three to four hours a day for 


a bed and three meals. 
No money ever is paid to the hoboes. 
Boon after the lodging house was opened 
in St. Leuis protests were made that 
the city was requiring too much by 
meking the men work three hours a day 
on the streets for their board and lodg- 
ing. Committees were appointed to rep- 
resent the hoboes in demanding that 
be furnished free, or that 


compel the homeless men te take baths 
on entering the institution, and that 
they are required to keep themselves 
clean. Other cities conduct employment 
bureaus to find work for the men and 
gome of them. have greatly reduced the 
cost of operating the lodging houses by 
the inen.

MAYOR FEARS DIFFICULTY 








Kreismann Declares Outlook Not 
Bright for Agreemént by Po- 
litical Leaders. 

Plans for determining the manner of 
the election April 1 of the 13 freehold- 
ers who will frame a new charter for 
St. Leuis to be voted on at a special 
election will be begun early this week 
at ‘conferences between members vf the 
joint charter conference and the chair- 


; | men of the political party committees. 


Roger N. Baldwin, secretary vf the 
conference, yesterday said.that the be- 


ginning of preliminary arrahgements 
looking to an agreement as to the per- 
sonnel of the board had been delayed in 
the expectation that the Legislature 
would adopt a bill for primary law 
which might affect the method of 5se- 
lection. He said, however, that a de- 
cision had been reached to discuss the 
matter with the party chairmen tnis 
week. 

Friends of the charter have «xpressed 
doubt that the committees will agree 
to the plan adopted two years ig) vhen 
the Democrats named six of the free- 
holders, the Repwblicans six, and the 
12 chose the thirteenth member. 

Mayor Fearg Complications. 

Mayor Kreismann, who frequently 
has declared that the Republica. City 
Committee was faithless to its premise 
to support the charter and that the op 
position of the committee caused he 
failure of the adoption of the charter, 
is one who fears there will be difficulty 
in getting a nonpartisan or multiparti- 
san board of freeholders which will bs 
acceptable to all parties. 

“I doubt very much,’’ he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday, ‘thit ths 
conditions in the political parties today 
is as favorable as it was two years ago 
for the selection of as desirable a board. 

“T consider the situation in this re- 
spect to be very grave and hope that 
the welfare of the city will be upper- 
most in the minds of those who at- 
tempt to golve the problem of getting a 
satisfactory board.”’ 

At the time of the selection of the 
reevious board the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic parties were the only parties 
having large votes. This year the Bull 
Moose party is in the field and the So- 
cilalist party has become a factor in 
the ;city’s vote. 

Hope to Combine All Parttes. 

It is expected that the Joint Charter 
Conference will attempt to bring all 
parties together in an effort to name 
18 men who will command the indorse- 
ment of all the parties. 

The conference has been devoting 
much of the time to a plan to bring 
about an election to be held on the char- 
ter by sections, groups of sections or 
alternative sections, but has decided that 
under the State constitution this cannot 
be done. 

A.. #1. Roudebush, formerly Assistant 
City Counselor, was asked by the con- 
ference to make an exhaustive examina- 
tion of the law on this subject. The 
conference has received from him an 
opinion that under the constitution the 
charter must be voted on as a whole 
and that any other proceeding would be 
illegal. 2 

Legal Requirements as te Charter. 

Section 16 of article 9 of the consti- 
tution, which fixes the manner for 
adopting a new charter, provides: 

“Any city having a population of 
more than 100,000 inhabitants may frame 
a charter for its own government, con- 
sistent with and subject to the Consti- 
tution and laws of this State, by caus- 
ing a Board of Freeholders, who shall 
have been for at least five years quali- 
fied voters thereof, to be elected by the 
qualified voters of such city at any gen- 
eral or special election; which board 
shall within 90 days after such election 
return to the chief magistrate of such 
city a draft of such charter, signed by 
the members of such board or a ma- 
jority of them. Within 30 days there- 
after, such proposed charter shall be 
submitted to the qualified voters of such 
city, at a general or special election, 
and if four-sevenths of such qualified 
voters voting thereat shall ratify the 
same, it shall, at the end of 8% days 
thereafter, become the charter of such 
city, etc.” 

Roudebush’s opinion holds that the 
charter, under this constitutional pro- 
vision, can legally be voted on only in 
its entirety, and after it has been signed 
by a majority of the Board of Freehold. 
ers. :

Recommending a jail sentence for 
the defendant, Attorney Yates, appoint- 
ed friend of the court, declared a fine 
would be folly.

It 
would be like saying to him ‘Con- 
tribute a postage stamp to the treas- 
ury and go on your way, printing 
what you please to write, all the 
mendacious articles it may please you 
to print in the future.’

Announced by Grand Marshal

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The organ- 
ization of the inaugural parade was an- 
nounced here today by Major-General 
Leonard Wood, the grand marshal, in a 
preliminary report. There will be eight 
grand divisions, each in charge of an 
army officer. 

The first division will be made up of 
the regular military and naval forces, 
commanded by Major-General W. W. 
Wotherspoon. In this division will be 
the cadets from West Point and the 
Annapolis midshipmen. The militia or- 
ganization from the states will form the 
second division, in which will be includ- 
ed the various military schools. A bat- 
talion from Culver Military Academy 
will form the personal escort of Vice- 
President-elect Thomas R. Marshall. 
Various civic organizations will be in 
the fourth division, which also will con- 
tain most of the Democratic organiza- 
tions, of which many will be present. 
The make-up of the remainder of the 
divisions has not yet been determined, 
but one of them will contain the large 
number of Princeton students who will 
escort the President-elect from his home 
to the capitol on March 3. In this same 
division probably also will be men who 
were members of Gov. Wilson’s class at 
Princeton, and who are to be in Wash- 
ington on the evening of March 3 for 
the Princeton smoker. It is said nearly 
150 graduates of the class of ’79, Gov. 
Wilson’s class, will be present.

Many St. Louisans in the past week 
have received circular letters from 
the William McKinley Memorial Hos- 
pital League, at 1 Madison avenue, 
New York, requesting contributions 
of $1 toward the organization's pur- 
poses. 

In each letter there has been in- 


closed a book of 100 stamps, intend- 
ed for use on the backs of letters or 
on packages, in the style in which 
the Red Cross seals, sold at Christ- 
mas time, are used. The book of 
stamps is to be retained by everyone 
who remitg $1. The stamps bear a 
picture of the later President Mc- 
Kinley, and a view of the front of the 
proposed memorial hospital. 

The proceeds of the sale of stamps. 
the letter states, is to build a non- 
sectraian hospital in New York, and 
to establish tuberculosis camps in 
varioug parts of the country. A long 
list of names appears on the letter 
heading, including those of the gov- 
ernors of about one-half the states 
in the union. The name of Dr. Her- 
manus Baer appears as secretary, and 
the name of Mrs. Mabel McKinley 
Baer as one of the advisory board. 

Niece of Late President, 

Mrs. Baer is a niece of the late 
President McKinley, and was at one 
time a vaudeville singer. It has de- 
veloped in the last few days that she 
and her husband have sold to a New 
York pawnbroker a valuable plece 
of gold plate presented to President 
McKinley by the city of San Fran-

SPRINGFIELD, 11L, Feb. 1.—Sena- 
tor Walter Clyde Jones and the other 
Vrogressives in the Senate and the 





whole Democratic side was assailed | 


in a statement issued by Senator 
Hugh 8S. Magill, Republican’ floor 
leader, who used the term “obstruc- 
tive tactics,” which, he shouted, are 
being used to prevent real progrses- 
ive legislation in the Senate—simply 
because it comes from the Republi- 
can side. 

“Pharisaical inconsistensy” was the 
term which Senator Magill aplied to 
Senator Jones’ position because Jones 
on Thursday opposed the Magill 
amendment providing for the direct 
election by the people of the United 
States Senators. 

Magill’s Statement. 

Magill’s statement, which is ac- 
cepted as the forerunner of fiery pro- 
ceedings when the Senators return 
to Springtield next week, is as fol- 
lows: 

“Progressive legislation in the Sen- 
ate will depend largely on the atti- 
tude of the Progressives and Demo- 
crats. If they will not stop their ob- 
structionary tactics and give the Re- 
publicans some'support, a program of 
real constructive legislation along 
progressive lines cannott be put 
through the Senate. 

“The Republicans are definitely com- 
mitted to such a program and will do 
all in their power to put it through. 
We shall be glad to co-operate with 
Democrats and Progressives on all good 
measures and to give as fair considera- 
tion to bills and resolutions which they 
introduce as to our own. Our purpose 
is not to play politics, but to secure the 
enactment of good laws. 

“I regret the treatment accorded to 
the Senate joint resolution ratifying the 
amendment to the Federal legislation 
providing for the election of United 
States Senators by a Girect vote of the 
people. It was the shame and disgrace 
brought on Illinois by the election of 
Lorimer that finally forced favorable 
consideration of this subject by the 
United States Senate, and Illinois ought 
to be one of the first states to ratify 
the amendment, which has already been 
ratified by 10 states. 

‘The resolution was prepared with 
great care in the office of the Attor- 
ney-General. It was introduced on 
Tuesday and allowed to He Over one 
day under the rules. On Wednesday 
I called it up for passage and was as- 
tonished that Senator Jones should 
lead the fight to,prevgpnt immediate 
action and to send the avinction to a 
committee, which may delay action on 
it for weeks. In his obstructive tac- 
tics he was supported by the Demo- 
crats and won by a vote of 22 to 21, 
the Republicans voting  solily for 
immediate consideration of the reso- 
lution. 

“The action of Senator Jones in 
this matter is but another illustra- 
tion of his pharisaical inconsistency. 
Because he could not dictate the or- 
ganization of the Senate he declared 
the whole organization corrupt and 
denounced every Senator who took 
part in it.” 

‘When I took exception to his 
abuse of men as conscientious and 
high-minded as he is, he declared 
that I had attacked the Progressive 
party, although I did not refer to 
the. Progresive party unless he would 
have us consider him the whole Pro- 
gressive party. 

“Tl am convinced, however, that 
there are a number of Democrats who 
will give their support to the Progres- 
sive measures set forth {In the pro- 
gram adopted by the Republicans at 
their conference in Chicago in De- 
eember and that we may reasonably 
expect to see not only the adoption 
of the amendment for the direct elec- 
tion of Senators, but the passage of a 
score of other sane Progressive mea- 
sures.”

Barry’s bond of $40,000 was insured by 
Charies L. Geraghty, formerly a mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates in St

A special messenger, it is said, ts 
bringing the order for the release of 
Ryan and he is expected to arrive some 
time tomorrow morning. 

Ryan was highly elated on being itn- 
formed, as he had begun to lose hope 
and stated that he would be pleased to 
get away from the prison.

NEW AUTO LAW WILL 





PREVENT DEALERS | 


ENDING LICENSE 


Measure. to Be Introduced by 
Speaker Hull Abolishes Pro- 
vision Permitting Use of 
Temporary Plates. 


— 








A delegation of automobile ‘lealers 
from St. Louls, Kansas City .nd 8t, 
Joseph, Mo., found a disquieting situa- 
tion at Jefferson City when they ar- 
rived there Wednesday morning. The 
Hull] bill, which had been pending for 
some time, had been passed by the 
Senate and it remained only for the 
Governor to sign it to make it a law. 

The bill carried a provision making 
the license for dealers $10 per xnnum, 
with an additional charge of $ for 
each duplicate of the license plate is- 
sued. There were other provisions of 
the bill to which the dealers agreed, 
but this one gave promise of a tremen- 
dous increase in the cost of a dealer’s 
license equipment, for it specifically re- 
quired the dealer to supply a duplicate 
plate to the purchaser of a car for 15 
days, or until. his own licenses could be 
received from the Secretary of State. 

The dealers expostulated with Secre- 
tary of State Roach and Automobile 
Inspector Claude Long and finally 
reached an agreement by which the 
new law was permitted to go t») the 
Governor for signature, with the ex- 
press understanding that Mr. Reach 
would agree to and Speaker Hull of the 
House introduce a bill abolisning the 
issue of dealers’ license plates \1o new 
owners. 

After the passage of the proposed bill, 
which will take two weeks, a iealer 
will only need such duplicate license 
plates as are required for his own iem- 
onstration cars. Under the law he will 
be prohibited under penalty of fine 
from lending a plate to any person and 
a fine will be applied to any owner who 
uses a dealer’s duplicate plate. 

Secretary of State Roach is now 
sending to dealers their 1913 license 
late—one plate—and a rebate check 


Kansas City will be obliged to reduce 
their license fee to dealers to agree 
with the new State law. 

The dealers will introduce a meas- 
ure to place automobile salesmen in 
a class to themselves~so that they 
will not be required, as heretofore, to 
wear a chauffeur’s button “in a con- 
spicuous place.” 


Another measure that will be in-- 


troduced is one giving automobile 
garages and repair shops a lien on 
an automobile for repairs made there- 
on or for parts furnished A.ssurance 
was given that this will pass.

ABSOLUTE CONTROL 
OF WATERS PIERUE 


Buys 2700 Shares From Rocke- 
feller Interests for Approx- 
imately $2,000,000.

The 2700 shares of stock in the Waters 
Pierce Oil Co., owned by John D. Rocke- 


feller and other Standard Oil interests, 
were purchased yesterday by H. Clay 
Pierce, according to official announce- 
ment at the St. Louis office of the Wa- 
ters Pierce Co. 

Pierce owned about 1300 of the 4000 
shares of stock, and yesterday’s pur- 
chase gives him absolute control of the 
company. It is estimated the transac- 
tion involved the payment by Pierce to 
Standard Oil interests of approximately 
$2,000,000, as Waters Pierce stock re- 
cently bad been selling at $700 to $800 
a share. 

The purchase of control of the com- 
pany by Pierce was brought about by 
the efforts of the Standard Oil interests 
last February to oust Pierce as cha 
man of the Board of Directors, his son 
as president of the company and other 
relatives who were directors and in 
charge of important executive offices. 

Opposed Pooling of Stock. 
wikeicatehier and other Standard Ot! di- 
tention of voting it against Pierce and 
the slate of directors he had selected. 
Pierce, having control of the tellers of 
the election, refused to count the votes 
of the Standard Oi] people, holding they 
bad no right to pool their stock in the 
manner they had done. He charged the 
Standard Oil crowd with trying to get 
control of Waters Pierce as part of a 
scheme to control all the subsidiary cor- 
porations owned by Standard Oil before 
it was dissolved by decree of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States for 
violation of the'Sherman anti-trust law. 
The Standard O{fl men sought a 
writ of mandamus to compel Pierce 
to accept and count the votes. This 
led to a bitter legal fight for control 
of the company, and with the pay- 
ment of enormous salaries to his rel- 
atives and exorbitant fees to attor- 
neys. 

Pierce, on the other hand, charged 
the Waters Pierce Co. had been sub- 
jected to the payment of excessive 
fines for violation of anti-trust laws 
solely because of its domination by 
Standard Oil interests. He sought to 
show how the old Standard Oil group 
of directors, after the Supreme Court 
decision, had gained control of the 
several oil companies throughout the 
country by pooling their stock and 
voting it for boards of directors 
agreed upon in the Standard Oil of- 
fice at 26 Broadway, New York. 5? 
Wickersham Watched Case. ~~ 
This was done, Pierce charged, for 
the purpose of evading the decree of 
the Supreme Court. Demand was made 
upon Attorney-General Wickersham 
to institute proceedings against the 
Standard Oil interests for contempt 
of court for alleged violation of the 
Supreme Court decision. Wickersham 
took no action, but said in interviews 
that he was watching developments 
in the case. 
, it is understood Pierce plans to 
operate the company in competition 
with Standard Olil-controlled corpora- 
tions doing business in Missouri, Tex- 
as, Oklahoma, Arkansas and Louis- 
lana. These are the states to which 
the company has lImited its business. 
The fight for control of the com- 
pany was suspended last summer, 
when negotiations for the purchase 
of the Standard stock by Pierce were 
opened. Pierce was one of the foun- 
ders of the Waters Pierce Oll Co., and 
was president of the corporation for 


ness. The Standard Oil Co. obtained 
control of more than a majority of 
the stock 30 years ago, and retained 
control ever since, although the com- 
pany was for a long time operated 
under the guise of an independent 
concern. Pierce recently went to Lon- 
don. It was not known at the _ St.

We have had several ale suf- 
frage orators in St. Louis, and since 
Dr. Shaw is the ablest of them all, it 
is not too much to suppose that her 
visit, the first she has paid the local 
enthusiasts, will “‘start something.’’. 
Depressed emotion on the Pact of the 
eager women is due in a measure to 
the fear that they may overwhelm the 
patriarchal President in their -nthus- 
iasm. 
> They have been warned that the 
venerable woman, now 67 years of age. 
must be protected against untie dem- 
onstrations. Her strength must »e cen- 
served for the actual meetings she 
herself will condict and not wasted on 
the social attention they would heap 
upon her.

~ CONSTANTINOPLE 


Want to Dictate Peace _. Their 
Own Terms and Absorb All of 
European Turkey. 











By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—The Balkan pleni- 


potentiaries, speaking for publication 
today, reasserted their desire for an- 
other campaign which would make them 
absolute dictators of peace on their 
own terms and would satisfy their am- 
bitions to absorb European Turkey en- 
tirely, which would include Constanti- 


nople. 

In spite of this warlike attitude in 
Turkish and Balkan headquarters, there 
has been intense expectation of some 
move by the Powers, either collective- 
ly or separately, to avert the threat- 
ened war. Russia and Austria, the two 
nations most interested in near Eastern 
conditions, and Great Britain, which 
has peculiar reasons as hosts of the 
conference for wishing to see it suc- 
ceed, are looked to particularly for an 
effort to bridge the narrow gulf which 
separates the peace terms of the com- 
batants. 

Feature of the Situation. 

Dr. Daneff, head of the Bulgarians, in 
support of the public statement of the 
allies’ attitude, said: ‘‘We leave En- 
gland, having shown the world that 
the Balkan union is not a bluff, but a 
real and important factor in near East- 
ern politics. We intend that our alli- 
ance shall remain alive and intact. 

“The feature of the situation which 
stands but is the unity of the great 


desires to take advantage of the troub- 
lous state of affairs in the near East. 
I am convinced that all the powers de- 
sire peace. The allies always will re- 
gard the collective note of the Powers 
to Turkey as their magna charter. 
“Future Rests With Rifles.” 

“The immediate future rests with rifles 
and guns.

Armistice Near End. 

The Ambassadors of the Powers, after 
meeting today, notified their respective 
governments the sense of the meeting 
was that the Turkish reply to the Pow- 
ers’ note afforded a possible basis for 
resuming peace negotiations. They sug- 
gested bringing this view to the atten- 
tion of Bulgaria, but any attempt by 
the Powers toward a reconciliation of 
the belligerents is hampered by the fact 
that only two days remain before the 
armistice ends. 

The Turkish delegates have received 
instructions from their Government to 
renew the declaration to the represen- 
tatives of the Powers and to the Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary, Sir Bdward 
Grey, that Turkey desires peace and 
has made great sacrifices to attain this 
object as well as to show deference to 
the Pewers’ wishes, but cannot be ex- 
pected to accept terms wounding her 
dignity and causing internal disorders.

ARBITRARY IS CIVIC ISSUE 

He Points to Artificial Advantage 

Created by Lower Cost of 
Coal@Mast of River. 





An article escriptive of the social, 
civic and commercial life of the ‘‘sattel- 
lite cities’’ of St. Louis—East St. Louis, 


Granite City, Madison and Venice, will 
appear in the February issue of The 
| Survey, a New York magazine devoted 
‘tc sociological and instustrial problems. 
| The author of the story is David 
Romeyn Taylor, a magazine writer. and 
investigator of. sociological conditions. 
Taylor visited St. Louis and the East 
Side cities In December to gather his 
material. 

The article is the fourth of a series 
on satellite cities. The story of the 
development of the East Side cities is 
told in great detail. The satellite cities, 
as described by the author, are the 
cities which spring up around large ci- 
, tles like Chicago, St. Louls and New 
York, 

“The East Side has come to be almost 
synonymous with social and civic prob- 
iems,’’ says the author. “St. Louis ap- 
plies the term to the string of towns 
sprawled along the opposite bank of 
the great river, and it is appropriate in 
its civic as well as its geographical con- 
nection. But while New York’s East 
Side has problems of encrusted con- 
gestion, St. Louf’’ East Side consists 
of comparatively new satellites, their 














Linked by Four Coupling Pins, 

“These Illinois towns are linked to 
the larger city by four big coupling 
pins—the bridges across the _ broad, 
brown Mississippi. Directly facing St. 
Louis, and as close to the river bank 
as a network of railway terminals will 
permit, is a scattering mass of busi- 
ness buildings, dwellings, and tall 
chimneyed industrial plants. This is 
East St. Louis. and it is linked to the 
city proper by two bridges. On its 
northern edge between a sluggish, dirty- 
looking stream and some railroad tracks 
ls an extensive stockyards. Beyond lies 
a low swamp stretch, criss-crossed with 
railways and dotted with occasfonal 
factoriés and houses. 

Still; farther north, where the third 
bridge’ leads over from St. Louis, the 
settled area peters out into « cluster 
of houses and hovels. This is Venice. 
unkempt, half amphibious. The trolley 
cars from across the bridge spea:l little 
time on their way through Venice to 
another and larger community set to 
the northeast a mile or two back from 
the river bank. Like a huge city wall, 
the big manufacturing plants are 
ranged along its western edge, wiille the 
stacks of a steel mill serve as seutinels 
to the east. The first section that the 
cars enter is made up of mis2allaneous 
smallghouses with occasional ugiy larger 
buildings. This is Madison. 7ou go 
on into a better set-up section, Granite 
City, which is slow-creeping out into 
the prairie with skirmish lines ‘*f box- 
like dwellings. To one side is a for- 
lorn neighberhood beyond the western 
bulwark of industries and railroads, 
This is “Hungary Hollow.” 

Special Economic Advantages. 

“East St. Louls, Madison and Granite 
City are not an overflow of St. Louis 
industry—for few factories have actual- 
ly shifted their location from one side 
of the river te the other. But the mod- 
ern tendency to utilize mdustrialiy the 
outskirts of large centers of polation 
has here been based not alone on the 
factors which commonly operate. Spe- 
cia] economic advantages, some of them 
arbitrary and artificial, are shared by 
all three [llinois towns over St. Louis. 
St. Louis has been reluctant to admit 
that such advantages existed. Until 
recently her principal commerctul body 
would rather have thrown a new indus- 
try to Kansas City, nearly 300 miles 
away, but in the same State, than to 
any one of the Illinois towns just 
across the river. 

But the last couple of years has seen 
the beginnings of a new spirit; the old 
jealousies are being laid aside, and the 
real unity of the metropolitan indus- 
trial district is becoming recognized on 
both sides of the river. In seeking to 
bring in new industries, the Business 
Men’s League of St. Louis, which is in- 
creasingly representative of the Tllineis 
as well as the Missouri side, now seeks 
to explain fairly the relative advan- 
tages of locating St. Louis proper, on 
its western outskirts, or in the towns 
of the East Side. Many plants find that 
St. Louis sites, with better sewerage and 
the cheap power which will be furnished 
from the dam across the Mississippi at 
Keokuk, are preferable to those with 
the advantages of the East Side. 

: Land Is Cheap. 

“Some of the advantages of the Hast 
Side over St. Louis are those which the 
periphery of any large center of popu- 
lation usually possesses: 

“1, Cheap Land—Large level tracts are 
available in East 8t. Louis within % 
minutes from the St. Louls business 
district. Although the fare is 10 cents, 
{tis expected to be reduced to 5 cents 
soon. The nearest similar tracts on the 
western outskirts of St. Louis are at 
least an hour away by street car. East 
Side sites cost usually less than half as 
much as those in St. Louis. 

“2 Ratiroad Factilities—East St. Louts 
is a notable railway center. 

"3. Proximity to Labor Supply—#t. 


street car distance of East Side plants. 
“Rut the East Side’s peculiar advan- 
tages over St. Louls are of a sort not 
usually possessed by the outskirts of big 
cities, 

‘1, Cheap Fuel—This, as important as 
cheap’ land, is due to an “arbitrary” 
whereby the Terminal Railroad Associa- 


dshould be made to abolish the 
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great [llinolg bituminous mines from 10 
to 100 miles away a uniform rate of 62 
cents to St. Louis, and only 82 cents to 
any point on the East Side. 

‘2. Cheap Water—Large quantities for 
manufacturing purposes cost less than 
half as much as in St. Louis. 

‘8. Difference in Laws—The absence 
of smoke regulation such as that in 
St. Louis is said to be an advantage 
for the heavy coal-consuming industries 
of the East Side. But East Side manu- 
facturers point to the fact that they 
are seeking fuel economy through the 
elimination of smoké. Labor conditions 
do not seem to be affected much by the 
differences in labor legislation. Missouri 
has a nine-hour day and 64-hour week 
for working women, while the Illinois 
law provides 10 hours a day and 60 hours 
a week as a maximum, Illinois has a 
workman’s compensation law, while Mis- 
sxourl hopes to get one at the 1913 ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

Has Caused Bitter Struggle. 
“The ‘arbitrary’ on coal is part and 
parcel of the one great civic issue which 
for years has stirred St. Louis into bit- 
ter struggle. The Terminal Railroad 
Association, comprising most of the rail- 
roads which enter .-the «sity, controls all 
the railway and ferry facilities crossing 
the river, and the belt lines serving 
both sides. It contends that costly 
bridges warrant the high freight toll 
across the river, and that a flat rate of 
20 cents a ton is better for the city as 
a whole than a mileage rate to points 
of delivery in St. Louis. Many St. Louis 
citizens, however, féel that aside from 
whether the Terminal Association itself 
or the railways composing it make ex- 
cessive profits, public necessity demands 
relief for the whole city. The shippers 
were the first to organize a remedial 
effort. Under the leadership of David 
R. Francis they built the Merchants’ 
Bridge in.1889. But in a few years this 
passed to the control of the Terminal 
Association. 

‘The second development came a few. 
years ago. The McKinley traction 
lines, with 680 miles of ramifications in 
Illinois, built a bridge. But {ft connects 
with no belt line facilities for distribu- 
tion in St. Louis, and so has had little 
effect. Only a few months ago, the Mc- 
Kinley interests filed a 42-cent rate and 
asked the St. Louis Municipal Assembly 
to give it a franchise to connect with 
the belt lines of the Terminal Associa- 
tion. But public sentiment wus sus- 
picious, and the assembly refused to 
give the franchise unless an agreement 
‘arbi- 
trary’ entirely and bring the rate down 
te 82 cents or a mileage basis. 

“St. Louls’ hope has been staked on 
the third enterprise, the Free Bridge, 
built by the municipality with $3,600,000 
obtained through the issuance of bonds 
in 196. But an additional bond issue 
of $2,750,000 to provide the approaches to 
the bridge has been defeated three 
times in the last year. The objections 
to the proposed approach were partly 
due to the fear that it is not suffiently 
beyond the reach of Terminal Associa- 
tion control Meanwhile, a perfectly 
good bridge is about as useless a public 
convenience as could be imagined since 
only one end is connected with the land. 
For years, therefore, despite St Louls’ 
efforts to secure the same rate, the 
Bast Side has enjoyed a purely artificial 
advantage in the cost of coal. \ 
“Cheap land and cheap coal have thus 
been the greatest factors in attracting 
industries to which one or both are 
important. In the removal of the St. 
Loula stockyards to East St. Loula, for 
instance, cheap land was of course the 
main censideration. So it was in the 
development of the railway yards and 
terminals on the Illinois side. But in 
the heavy steel manufacturing which 
plays so important a part in the de 
velopment of the whole East Side, 
cheap land in large tracts and a large 
supply of cheap coal are prime factors. 
The East Side has rapidly become, 
therefore, the section of the St. Louis 
industrial district into which heavy in- 
dustrial processes, usually the dirtiest 


TESTIFIES SON'S 
RIDE ASKED HIM 
OW TOFREE SELF 


Lawyer Says She Insisted on 
Opinion and He Suggested a 
Trial Separation. 











George W. Bailey, attorney, 6837 Clem- 
ens avenue, told on the witness stand, 
in Judge Jones’ court yesterday, how 
he tried to effect a settlement of the 
marital difficulties of his son, Lawrence 
F. Balley, who is suing Jessie M. Bali- 
ley for a divorce. He said that shortly 
after the marriage of the couple, in 
1910, the bride appealed to him*to learn 
how she could free herself of her hus- 
band. 

The father-in-law, according to his 
testimony, at first refused to give ad- 
vice, telling her, he said, that she and 
her husband had “leaped into matri- 
mony” without consulting him and that 
they would have to settle it the best 
way they could. 

. “Love Is Blind,” She Said, 

Mrs. Bailey insisted on getting the 
elder Batley’s opinion, and then, he said, 
he suggested a trial separation. To this 
she replied that the only kind of sepa- 
ration she would consider was a per- 
manent one, the father-in-law testi- 
fied. 

“Then,” said the witness, “I told her 
that Lawrence, like all boys, had his 
faults and good qualities, and I asked 
her why she had not discovered all this 
before she married him. She replied 
that ‘love is blind.’ I answered, “That 
is the reason why people in leve should 
consult those who can see before decid- 
ing to wed.’ ” 

The interview ended with Mrs. Bal-| co. 
ley asserting that she wanted to be 
free, the witness said. “If I get rid of 
your son, I can earn more money than 
he does,” her father-in-law quoted her 
as saying. 

Complained of “Nightmares.” 

Bailey said he told his son's wife there 
was no law to compel her to Iive with 
her husband except that of decency and 
propriety. “But if you leave of your 
own free will, he can sue you for di- 
vorce on grounds of desertion,” he said 
he told her. 

According to the father, the interview 
took piace In his law effice and his gon 
was present. The latter claimed that 
his wife had no cause to go, and that 
he did not wish her to leave him, his 
father told the Court. 

The Baileys were married in March, 
1910, and separated itp December the 
same year. In his suit, Bailey alleges 
that his wife deserted him, and he testi- 
fied that she abandoned him six times 
before the final separation. Most of the 
time they lived at the Park Hotel, in 
St. Louis County. 

Mrs. Bailey, who has a crossbill in 
the case, testified that she could not 
stand her husband's “nightmares.” She 
also said that he neglected her and 
failed properly to provide for her sup- 
port. On occasions she was nearly 
starved because he did not provide 
money for food, she said. 

Mrs. Balley’s separate maintenance 
suit against her husband was heard 
jointly with the divorce case. The files 
of a divorce sult which Bailey brought 
against his wife a year age were intro- 
duced in evidence. At that time «a édi- 
vorce was denied to him,

TO MANUFACTURER 


General Consumer for Home 
Use Will Not Be Benefitted 
by New Current, Says 
General Manager of Union 
Electric, but Factories Will 
Profit. 


POWER COST CUT 
ALMOST ONE-HALF 


Customer Now Paying $670 
Per Month Under Present 
System Would Pay Only 
$375 Under Rates Recent- 
ly Announced. 








Alfred C. Einstein, vice-president and 
general manager of the Union Electric 
Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the introduction into St. Louis of power 
from the Keokuk dam will have no ef- 
fect on the general consumer whose use 
of electricity is limited to the nome. Its 
benefits, he said, are for the manufac- 


turer and will reduce his power ex- 


penses materially. 

It will not result in lowering the rates 
for residence lighting and the service 
will be distinct from that furnished by 
the Union Electric from its St. Louis 
rower houses. 

The current will be different in charac- 
ter from that now furnished and cannot 
be used without the installation of a 
special equipment for handling it. 

Factory owners and other users of 
electric power in large quantities will 
have to make extensive alterations in 
their plants before they can use the new 
power. . 

Einstein explained that the reason for 
this is that the current now generated 
und’ furnished from the company’s pow- 
er houses is transformed into a low ten- 
sion current before it leaves the com- 
pany’s power plant. Its maximum is 
440 volts. 

The current from the Keokuw dam 
power plant will be a high-tension cur- 
rent of 13,200 volts. Before the consum- 
er can use such a current he must in- 
stall in his own factory a complete 
equipment of transformers, lightning ar- 
resters and special switches. 

Cost of New Equipment. 

Einstein says the initial cost of this 
equipment for a factory of moderate 
size, using 2500 kilowatt hours of serv- 
ice a month, would be about $1500, and 
that cost of maintaining the transform- 
ers, lightning arresters and switches 
would be about $10 a month. 

Despite these expenses, he says, there 
will be a great saving to the consumer 
in the cost of current. 

Two factors enter into rates as made 
by the Union Electric. One is the kilo 
watt demand. This means the averag: 
maximum amount of current which the 
customer is likely to call upon the com- 
pany to furnish in any consecutive pe 
riod of 15 minutes. This is determine 
by the capacity of the customer’s equip- 
ment. The other factor in the rate i: 
the actual amount of current which the 
customer uses. 

The present kilowatt demand rate: 
are: 
$36 per year per kilowatt de- 

mand of first 10 kilowatts, 

$30 per year per kilowatt de- 
mand of next 50 kilowatts. 

$24 per year per kilowatt de- 
mand of next 60 kilowatts. 

$18 per year per kilowatt de- 
mand in excess of 120 kilowatts. 

The energy rates for power 
are: 

3% cents per kilowatt hour for 
first 1000 hours. 

2% cents per kilowatt hour for 
next 3000 hours. 

1% cents per kilowatt hour for 
next 6000 hours. 

1 cent per kilowatt hour for 
next 40,000 hours. 

% cent per kilowatt hour in 
excess of 60,000 hours. 

Keokuk Dam Rates. 

The Keokuk dam rates will be low 
er and simpler. The xilowatt demana 
rates will be: 

$20 per year per Kilowatt for 
200 kilowatt demand. 

$15 per year per kilowatt tor 
800 kilowatt demand. 

$12 per year per Kilowatt in 
excess of 1000 kilowatt demand. 

The energy rate regardless of the 
amount used will be 5 mills per kilo 
watt hour. 

Manager. Einstein gave figures to 
show the monthly saving in cost tc 
a consumer who has a kilowatt de- 
mand of 160 kilowatts and who uses 
25,000 kilowatt hours of service in a 
month. This is the smallest amount 
of service which can be obtained 
when the Keokuk dam _ current is 
placed on the market. 

Under the present system this con- 
sumer would pay:

It also estimated that the Keo- 
kuk dam will mean a saving of 
$2,000,000 in the deep watervay 
project, as the dam will bac«x the 
water and deepen the chanel for 
a distance of 65 miles above the 
Keokuk power plant.

It was only by irrigation, indeed, that the cliff 
people made habitable the dry canons in which 
they lived. Their ditches are always in evidence 
in the vicinity of their ruins. Sometimes run- 
ning for miles, they bear mute testimony to the 
industry of the people who shared with the eagle 
the cliffs and crags. 

ne of the principal modern irrigation projects 
in Arizona follows the excavation made by the 
Indians. It is so, too, in re, where the great

lt New Mexico 


irrigation ditches were among the glories of 
Inca rule. The Indians of America have always 
been fond of diy areas and deserts. 

Only the game seemed to draw the Indians 
away to the plains, the fertile banks of the Mis- 
sissippi, and the pleasant vales of the East. The 
grimness of the desert was more in keeping with 
the hard primeval life. The Indian required no 
luxuries, least of all in his environment. He 
lived the simple life. Pastors Wagner thundered 
in the index of our national life long before they 
were heard in the text. 

A startling beauty is that of the cliff dwellings. 
There is nothing else quite like it. One of the 
pictures on this page is a striking illustration 
of this. Set in the foreground is the great round 
kiva, or council house, with the ladder thrusting 
through the roof. It is just as the cliff dwellers 
left it. 

Wood has wonderful durability in that New 
Mexico climate. It is the same yesterday, today 
There are timbers in all the cliff 
sfructures, some of them centuries old, quite as 
enduring as the dobe and stone. This is especial- 
ly’ so in the dry caves where moisture never 
enters in. Even the cots, which are of pine and 
cedar, remain in some of the houses, and they 
are quite strong and good. 

The dominant tone of that scene with the 
round kiva in the foreground in buff. All the 
cliffs from the Santa Fe country in New Mex- 
ico to the Painted Desert in Arizona dispose to 
buff, with varying splashes here and there, and 
the evergreens at top and bottom. There were 
great views from tiny front doors in those old 
homes, as there are from the house in this pic- 
ture. Sometimes the caves were as much as 
1200 feet above the valley. It must have been 
something to wake in one of those eerie homes 
and look down on the underlying world. 

These three pictures illustrate the three types 
of primitive homes in the country made hab- 
itable by irrigation. All homes were either 
pueblo, cliff or cavate. The pueblos were the 
apartment houses of the Indians. They still 
build and live in them today. 

Some of their houses were immense. One of 
the pictures shows an old pueblo cleaned out

Of this sm $40,000 is paid by 
owners of automobiles of various kinds, the li- 
cense fee ranging frcm‘' $2 to #12 and averaging 
$5, being based upcn the horsepower of the car. 
Dealers in automobiles pay the balance, avera. - 
ing $16 for five license tags each. 

The theaters and other public amusement places, 
including the moving picture shows, pay a city 
revenue of $27,495, or about $150 for each of «ach 
Institutions.

There probabiy is no more drinking of alcoholic 
beverages in St. Louis than .n any other city, 
‘ according to population. The general belief, based 
upon police reports of an improved orderliness 
since the excise laws have been more rigidly en- 
forced than formerly was the case, igs that St. 
Louis is commendably superior to most cities of 
respect to the liquor habit. 

Nevertheless. the fact that 2250 saloon keevers 
make a living, above the high license fees and the 
rent they pay, indicates an enormous expenditure 
for drink. There are no official figures upon 
which an approximation of the total of the St. 
Louis drink bill may be based. That it runs 
high into the millions may be taken for granted, 
since the matter of rental and license fees paid 
by the retail dealers, averaging the rent at $50

Judge Henderson has been practicing poultry 
culture for a number of years as aidently as he 
practiced iaw when he was struggling for success 
at the St. Louis bar. To give rein to his fancy 
he has a 60-acre ‘arm at: Bridgeton, St. Louis 
County, devoted exclusively to chicken culture. 
He has just completed a chicken house at a cost 
o* $2500. It is said to be one of the most com- 
plete in the country. Judge Henderson won many 
first prizes at St. Louis, Chicago and other poul- 
try shcws this winter. 

Darred kiymouth Rocks are Judge Henderson's 
specialty. These are noted as being most of all 
difficult ‘o breed true to type. Jadige Henderson 
spends many a day among his numerous breed- 
ing pens mating up h’s flocks .o produce the rich 
barred plumage which mate this particular tvpe 
o* chicken such a general favorite with poultry 
lovers throughout the country. 

The amater poultry raiser who takes the eggs 
from his ehicken hous*> and hatches them under 
hens or in incubators, raising “just chickens,” 
has no conception of the painstaking care given 
tou the production of fine fowls by the expert 
breeders. It is in this higher production that the 
St Louis men find so much pleasure. 

To select, for instance, a pen of perfectly barred 
hens and mate them with a coe: to produce a 
given celor scheme is a science in itself... Poul- 
trymen have given years of study to the mating 
problem. 

E. W. Grove Jr. turned his fancy to the sinele 
comb white leghorns. He has a 90-acre farm on 
the Creve Coeur electric line in St. Louis County 
devoted entirely to the proJuetion of this breed 
of fowls. Grove is the eon of E. W. Grove, the 
patent medicine manufacturer, and was educated 
in chemistry to rake his mark in his father’s 
laboratory. The chicken germ got into his sys- 
tem, and le spends as much time in his chicken 
laboratories as he does in the medicine plant. 
Grove has produced exhibition cockerels on his 


St Louis County farm which he values at fabu- 
lous figures. His favorite cockerel, Sir Walter, 
ir insured for $2500. He is a fowl. of ‘great 
beaut, and wonderful pride and courage. His 
feathers are white as snow, and his tail 
is a thing of art in feathers. No pea- 
cock in May ever carried his wide-spread- 
ing tail with greater pride than Sir Walter. This 
bird loves a camera, and early in life developed 
the David R. Francis habit of posing for his pic- 
tures. His posed pnotographs have been the envy 
of the white leghorn world since he came upon the 
scene, 

Grove raised more. than 14,000 chickens on his 
place last spring and summer. Judge Henderson 
keeps a flock of 1000 to 2500 barred rocks on his 
farm at all seasons of the year. His greatest 
delight is to breed barred rocks of finer tyne and 
plumage than anybody else in the West. This he 
has succeeded in doing for a number of years. 

On his farm near Sunset Inn, Harry B. Hawes 
has a fine flock of white ieghorns. He became in- 
oculated with the chicken germs as soon as he 
moved to the country. He tried his hand first at 
raising light brahmas. He had a fair degree of 
success with these mammoth fowls, but deciced 
last summer to turn his attention to the white 
le zhorns, 

One of 4awes’ pleasant pastimes, when he isn't 
practicing law or playing politics, is chasing 
chicken thieves over wire fences and across fields 
and forests. The thieves recently took an unfair 
advantage of him and succeded in getting away 
with 200 of his choicest hens. This loss was more 
hitter for the former political leader than the 
loss of a lawsuit for a client or the defeat of a 
candidate upon whose success he had 
heart. 

Some of the poultry breeders around St. Louis 
have great Dane or bulldogs trained to the minute 
in the art of catching chicken thieves to guard 
their poultry houses.

Mahlon B. Wallace of the Samuel Cupples® 
Woodenware Co. is the head of a group of St. 
Louisans who organized a corporation to apply 
scientific methods to poultry and egg proacuct.on. 
The farmers’ wives of Missouri have been earni:2 
from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 a year raising 
poultry as a side line. They have just the ordi- 
nary breed of chickens, have given their fowls 
little care, and yet have increased the wealth of 
the State by many mill-onos eve'y year. 

Wallace and his associates figured that they 
could make chic’en raising and egg production 
a profitable business if they adopted scientific 
methods. They established « big chicken ranch 
near Pacific and brought Prof. Rolla C. Lawry’ 
of Cornell University here to manage it. Lawry 
is regarded as cne of the greatest chicken ex- 
perts in the country, an@ the exneriment has 
proven highly successfnl as a business enterprise. 
awry has succeeded in doing a thing hitherto 
thought impossible—-making a hen lay two eggs 
in a single day. Some of his busy little white 
leghorns have accomplished this. The chicken 
farm, operated along scientific lines, likely will 
become one of the established business énter- 
nrises of the immediate future.

feet underground, in a 
cave six miles southeast of 
Springfield, Mo. This is 
believed to be the only 
cave farm in existence. 
There are small caverns 
in which mushrooms are 
grown in France, but this 
Missouri cave produces 
not only mushrooms in 
large quantities, but also 
a superior crop of rhubarb. 
It also is used as a bleaching place for celery. 
But one of the most remarkable crops ever pro- 
duced in this cave is one that cultivates itself 
and is gathered for the market by a flashlight 
process. Builfrogs constitute this staple. 


Robert Smith, the cave farmer, used to live in 
St Louis. About a dozen years ago the “back to 
the farm” mania took possession of him. He 
Wanted a small farm in the Ozarks, but he ex- 
pected to cultivate it in the usual way. 


Casting about for a location, Mr. Smith found 
a tract of 26 acres three miles beyond the ter- 
minus of the National Cemetery road that runs 
out from Springfield. It was a rolling tract, with 
sloping fields and a bluff and a woodland. Under 
the bluff was a cave, long known as Fisher's 
Cave, from the name of a former owner of the 
place, 

The St. Louisan looked over the place, pur- 
Chased it and became Farmer Smith. But before 
making the purchase he had determined to become 
Cave Farmer Smith, to be the pioneer in a new 
and unique sort of agriculture. Somewhere he 
had read of the mushroom in“ustry in France, 
Where abandoned quarries, artificial caverns, were 
rented to growers of fhe delicate fungus which is 
s» much in table demand by epicures when they 
are assured that it is not a toadstool. 

He studied diligently the haunts and habits 
of the mushroom, which knowledge led to his es- 
tablishment of the first and only natural cave 
From mushrooms to rhubarb and celery 
and frogs Farmer Smith progressed by easy 
Stages, experimenting as he went along. until fi-

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va.is, the temperature is 60 degrees. January zero 
weather may and does create ice stalactites and 
stalagmites at the mouth of the cave; back in its 
depths the thermometer registers exactly 60 de- 
grees. 

Fisher’s Cave differs from the ordinary cavern 
of the Ozarks, of which there are many, in its 
freedom from a disagreeable and chilling breeze. 
There is no apparent air current, no clammy feel- 
ing, and yet the atmosphere always # fresh and 
there is enough moisture to give growth to such 
plants as flourish in the dark. This is a highly 
important factor in cave farming. Many caves 
drip so much moisture from the roof that it is 
impractical to grow crops of any sort. Fisher’s 
In many 
places the roof of limestone is dry enough to 
light a match by friction. 

There was some“ clearing’’ to be done in open- 
ing this novel farm. No trees, bushts or weeds, 
of course, were in the way, but there were stal- 
agmites to be ‘‘grubbed” out, and there were the 
downhanging stalactites to be removed. These 
rock formations, built up by the slow-drippinez 
process of ages, were broken off where their re- 
moval was found necessary, and they served as 
material for banking up a lake outside the cave, 
fed by clear water from a perennial river that 
rvns through the cavern and empties at its mouth 
This lake came in handy later on as an outdoo: 
jicnic ground for bullfrogs when they wearied 
'f the inner recesses. 

Having cleared his farm, Mr. Smith found it 
There is a

clayey substance called ochre covering the floor 
here and there, but many of the little “fields” 
were floored only with the bare limestone. The 
first task was the building of a boat, for river 
navigation was necessary in order to develop the 
farm. There is only one way, to get to and from 
the Smith cave farm, and that is by boat. 

Mr. Smith built a flatboat, 25 feet long, 5 feet 
wide and 1 foot deep. This peculiar craft is 80 
steady that the pastime of “rocking the boat” is 
impossible. One may stand in any corner of the 
boat without causing it to tip up. The boat has 
ro oars, no paddles, no motive power except a 
pole operated by the muscles of the pilot. A 
wharf at the mouth of the cave, where the river

He grasps 
8 Stalactite that hae escaped the clearing proc- 
ess, or the inverted stump of ole that has been 
bro’en off. The boat moves with surprising 
sinoothness and celerity. 

Navigation thus being established, it was an 
easy matter to take top soil from the land*outside 
and transfer it to the floor of the cave. Com- 
paratively little soil was required for the growing 
of such crops as the farmer found possible un- 
derground. For the mushroom fields the chief 
need was a thick bed of manure, which was topped 
by an inch or so of soil after the mushroom spawn 
had been planted and had begun to sprout. 


Rhubarb Grows 
Inch Daily in Cave. 


The rhubarb required soil enriched by. ma- 
nure. This plant being an outdoor vegetable, 
according to all prior agricultural experience, 
Farmer Smith’s experiments in growing it in the 
dark were at first the subject of some derision 
from the real top-'o-the-Ozarks farmer. But as 
time went on and it was discovered that rhubarb 
th:ived and 2! *w amazingly the cave, this 
Cerision changed to congratu’snon, and in some 
instances to envy, for the outdoor vegetable grow- 
ere “ho lac’ed undervround fields learned that 
Mr. Smith was teating them to the market. 


in 


The people of Springfield and neighboring tcwns 
and many of those in St. Louis who lile the 
taste of rhubarb in pies or sauces took a partic- 
ular liking to the delicately pinked stalks that 
came out of Fisher’s Cave. 
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f.t end of navigation in cave farm. 


The rhubarb is first planted outside. When the 
roots g¢t a fair start they are taken up and trans- 
planted in the cave. The rapidity of the plant’s 
growth in the cave in remarkable. Mr. Smith does 
not advance any scientific reason why rhubarb 
thrives so well in the dark, but he says he can 
almost “see it grow” when he poles his boat into 
the cavern and surveys his crops by the light of 
his oil lamps. 

“T found,” he said, “that rhubarb stal’'s grew 
about an inch a day. I picked out individual 
stalks and kept tab on them. finding that in 21 
days a stalk had grown 22 inches. The plant 
it firm and juicy, of a more attractive pin‘ness 
than when grown outside, and the fiber is ten- 
derer.” 

On surface farms rhubarb requires cultivation 
t. keep down the weeds and let in moisture about 
the roots. ‘n the cave this is not necessary, a8 
there are no weeds and the native moisture is 
sufficient to give growth. There is no sun heat 
to bake the soil and thus make frequent plowing 
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o* hoeing necessary. Drouth never affects the 
crop. 

Dry seasons that stunt vegetable growth on the 
surface have no terror for Farmer Smith, since 
always there is the same deg~-ee of moisture in the 
cave. ‘‘Backward” seasons, due to continued cold 
weather or too much rain, likewise are not taken 
into consideration. That even temperature of 
60 degrees, regardless of outside weather condi- 
ticns, gives cave farming freedom from the ills 
that affect plants exposed to cold, heat, wind and 
rain. 

Rhubarb produced out of season sells in Mr. 
Smith’s market at about 15 cents a pound. One 
plant will produce several pounds in the cave 
At present Mr. Smith does not grow cave rhu- 
barb in winter, not having at hand the hothouse 
facilities for giving the roots their outside start, 
but he says he can see no reason why this vege- 
t: ble could not be grown all the year around in 
the cave. 

Celery is another vegetable with which he has 
experimented successfully. The cave is used for 
bieaching the celery, which is transplanted afte) 
being grown on surface ground. 

The celery stalks are set several inches apart 
and they take root in the cave soil, but dre not 
banked up as on outside ground. Banking is made 





unnecessary because of the lack of light and sun 
heat. The stalks bleach beautifully and evenly, 
and they have a superior tenderness which the 
epicurean teeth welcome. 

Before civilization came bears. used Fisher's 
Cave for their hibernating refuge. The marks of 
their claws still are visiblejn the ochre side walls 
of the cave and their winter beds have been turned 
into mushroom beds. The mushroom spawn comes 
in bric’s, which are broken into bits and thus 
introduced into the manure, which lies in long 
ridges. The fiber spreads until it knits together 
from each lump, and the whole bed becomes a 
mushroom unit, which in a few weeks produces 
thousands of the little hooded fungi. From one

New Invention May Prevent 


r is not sO many years since men dressed in 
colors as vivid as those-which nowadays 
adorn womankind.

The ship of the future will be as fully equipped with accident pre- 
venting appliances as with those for life saving. Already the cap- 
tain’s “bridge” is being transformed into a high class instrument

warning of an iceberg floating at a distance of 15 miles away 

Icebergs are always surrounded by a zone of cold water. Ow- 
ing to the fact that seven-eighths of an icebeg is always beneath 
the water, this zone of low temperature is surprisingly extensive. 
Hitherto it has been the practice when steaming in doubtful wa- 
ters to take the temperature of repeated samples of sea water and 
watch carefully for any pronounced drop in the mercury 
The difficulty with the old and crude method has 
been that the temperature of the water on the immediate surface 
of the sea is no index of the temperature a few feet beneath. 

The new iceberg detector has two “nerve” centers in the shape 
of thermometers, one placed high on the foremast and the other 
built low in the®keel at a point well forward.

Anything ‘outre’ mates him 
shudder. We have found, indeed that while 
colors last vear were much more cheerful, this 
year they have dropped back to the quietest tones. 
Colored waistcoats, for instance. are not asked 
for at all just now. 

“True that recently we have made two blue 
evening dress suits, but these are verv much the 
exception. Wwe find it very difficult to introduce 
real changes—the blue coat with a strap at the 
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back, for instance,in nap clotn, which is now 80 
popular. At first we found it extremely hard to 
persuade customer3 that it was a smart and be- 
coming garment. Now it is quite a favorite. But 
generally we avoid pressing anything outre’ on 
our clients. We should be afraid of them coming 
back in a very bad temper to say that people in 
the street nad been making remar“s about them.” 

A well-known tsilor in Savile row, who is a 
supporter of these ideas, took quite the opposite 
view to this.
